L. A. Proctor, assistant super­ 
intendent of the Cisco Hatchery, 
delivered the fish to Comanche 
in a new air conditioned truck 
Mr. Proctor explains that he calls 
the new truck air conditioned be­ 
cause the fish are carried in sep­ 
arate five gallon buckets, and each 
bucket is aireated by a .«pec sal hose 
pumping air into each buck from 
a special air compressor.

The Santa Fe was born September 17, i860, in a tiny, one-story 
brick building in Atchison, Kansas. There thirteen men met to 
form “The Atchison and Topeka Railroad Company," with Cyrus 
K. Holliday, ioundcr of Topeka, Kansas, as ite first President, 


jected acroM N e w Mexico, Arizona and California. 
Colonisation continued westward into those Mate« 
and into Texas and Oklahoma. Santa Fi, New Mex* 
ico. was reached in 1880, San Diego, Caldorma, 
in 1885; Galveston, Texas, in 1886, and Chicago 
in 1887 Thousands ol tourists followed the early 
settler*.

Cyrus Holliday visioned a great railroad that would 
supplant the slow and dangerous traffic over the 
old Santa F* T rail— a railroad reac hing deep into 
the prairies, piercing the mountains, ever serving 
and growing with the Southwest, 
Those were stern, hard times on the raw frontier. 
T he drouth ol i860, the Civil W ar and the post­ 
war chaos, prevented construction until November, 
1868, when ground waa broken at Topeka. O n 
June 28, 1869, the fitM Santa Fe train was operated 
train Topeka to Carbondale.
